Documents 1-3 do not describe the point about immersing a cut pumpkin in aqueous 
solution containing a divalent cationic salt and pectin esterase at a solution temperature lower than the 
optimum reaction temperature of pectin esterase; nor can this point easily be conceived of by a party 
skilled in the art based on documents 1-3. 
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
